Dear Editor : — Since my safe ar- 
rival in Bangor last Wednesday after 
noon, I bave seen many things worthy 
of mention, so I thought I would take 
up my pencil uovv to soe if 1 can write 
an interesting account for your valu- 
able paper. If not worth any reading 
at all, save these papers for tbe junk 
shop at half a cent a pound. 

After passing poor Uncle Sam's 
tattered and almost defenceless forts 
and out of the Boston Harbor last 
Tuesday evening, in tbe steamboat 
" Pouobscot," that took place of a ven 
orable steamer " Cambridge," whioh 
went down into pieces on a certain 
rock np this way some time ago, we 
could see by the aid of field glasses 
beautiful summer houses all along tho 
shores from Svvampscott and New 
Hampshire between which are the 
famous watering places, Marblehead 
and Beverly Farms. 

As it grew darker, tbe beautiful 
views were gradually sinking away 
from our sight, and the dark color of 
a negro, who passed us with a gong 
bell calling us to supper, closed our 
sight, so wo, having been appetized 
by the salt air, went down to the din- 
ing room. Tho tables were a little too 
crowded, but still wo enjoyed one 
hour's repast of boef steak, fried oys- 
ters, fried salmon, lobster, pastry, ice 
cream, toothpicks, cigarB and cigar- 
ettes. 

Having walked up and down on the 
lor an hour or so, we retired, 
leaving a red nosed man supposed to 
be from Maine, having been to Bos- 
ton on a racket, and to bo exhibited 
as a sleeping beauty in the cabin 
Baloou. lie was rewarded with a 
big head tho next moruing. 

We were up in time to see the 
beautiful sun rise ami soon reached 
Rockland, where, to my surprise, most 
of the people on our boat disembark 
ed. There were three steamboats at 
tbe wharf about the same time, ami 
judging from the people disembark 
ing, and tbe outward freight, they 
were going to Bar Harbor, showing 
that the season has just commenced 
there. Upon leaving Rockland, the 
boat went up the river that gradually 
narrows, and stopped at Camden, 
Belfast, (not in Ireland, but Yankee 
land, for there was no Oirish air to 
breath nor smell Belfast nUA. Sow 
sport and Bucksport, the latter on 
which at. the other side of the river 
Stands Fail Knox. Judging from the 
appearances of the above towns and 
merchandise coming in and going out 
of the boat) the growth of tl 
places is duo to ship building, lum- 
bering, egg raising, farming and fish- 
ing, most of whioh are the chief in 
dustries of Maine. 

Bangor, if not the largest in the 
State, the largest on the river, was 
reached at last after a twenty hours' 
smooth and enjoyable ride from Bos 
ton, and here i am for ihe first time 
in lift ecu years. What did 1 do to 
pass tho time away beret I had the 
Inck of having a good natured gentle 
man. for ho took me all over tbe ship 
yard'*, ice-houses, saw mills and many 
places, and it could be plainly seen 
that the growth of this city comes 
from tho pino-lroes directly or in- 
directly, except the ten, wnich, of 
course, cannot break the laws of na 
lure b nine-trees. At 

the ship yards, men wore busily re- 
pairing tho soIob of water shoes. 



At the saw-mills, the men wen 
hauling up logs from the river 
into the mills, where they transform 
them into lumber, lathes, etc . 
with the greatest ease aud rapidity 
that I ever knew of, aud for these 1 
was interested in the work more than 
.•»ny other places. It is strange to say- 
that they do not waste any bit of wood, 
for sawdust is used for ice, shaving 
for beddiug, mattings, bark for tan- 
neries, shorts for slab or kindling 
wood — so you see, they make money 
for every atom of a log. 

Further up tho river, about two 
miles from the city, there stands the 
water works that distills our drinking 
water from tbe river, and near that 
place is a beautiful view of a water 
fall. Below this, there is a rapids in 
which there are many boats, with l wo 
or more men in each, oatching salmon 
with hooks and lines. Tho number 
of salmon caught by lino d ep e nd s 
upon only hick, as it requires a deal 
of patience and also hard work to 
catch any, because it is very hard to 
land salmon. At that place, there is 
a fishing club house and the members 
generally biro men at three dollars, to 
go with them in the boats and fish. 
Though you may wonder why so 
many salmon that are furnished all 
over this side of the country, come 
from this river, they are oajsght by 
nets, but these anglers only do it by 
the line, just for tho fun of seeing who 
the luckiest angler is. 

At tbe Tarratino Club, where visi- 
tors to this city are ouly allowed upon 
introduction by any member, I 
had the opportunity of getting into it 
and played a f;imie of billards with 
that gentleman, and 1 lost tho game. 
Tho club has many lino rooms, richly 
adorned with carpets, paintings. 
ings, and draperies, from a closet up to 
a large banquet room. It has nearly 
all the promiment men of Bangor. Its 
president is lion. Hannibal llamiin, 
tho United States Vice President 
under Lincoln. In concluding this 
letter, I wish to toll you that, the 
people in Lowell are well as usual, and 
have not asked for the liniment that

The printing department circulates 
a weekly paper, the Deaf- Mute Ad- 
vance, under the editorship of Mr. 
Frank Read, which ranks among the 
leading organs of the deaf. 

The intellectual training of the 
pupils is thorough, of which the ex- 
ercises above detailed give ample tes- 
timony. This important branch of 
deaf-mute instruction is under the 
immediate supervision of Prof, 'ill 
lett, who is assisted by an able and 
efficient corps of teachers and profes- 
sors, of many years' experience in 
their work. 

The moral training of the pupils is 
of the highest order. How much 
benevolent work must be done here 
where the intellectual, physical and 
moral welfare of five hundred yonng 
children isconcei ned, and directed by 
such efficient counselors.
